The  election  rules  for  the  1976  ASBYU 
elections  have  been  approved  and  are  ready  for 
distribution  to  any  student  who  would  like  to 
run  for  office. 

According  to  Ray  Smith,  ASBYU  Election 
Committee  chairman,  all  students  must  declare 
their  candidacy  ho  later  than  Jan  19  All 
candidates  must  be  formally  nominated  at  a 
convention  to  be  held  Jan.  20  in  the  Wilkinson 
Center  Ballroom.  This  will  also  be  the  first  day 
of  legal  campaigning. 


Candidates  are  encouraged  to  have  as  many 
supporters  at  the  nominating  convention  with 
posters,  banners  or  anything  else  they  would  like 
to  show  their  strength,  said  Smith.  Election  rules 
prohibit  campaigning  prior  to  the  nominations 
convention. 

Rules  and  application  forms  may  be  picked  up 
in  1 15B  ELWC.  To  be  eligible  to  run  for  office,  a 
student  must  have  a  2.25  grade  point  average 
overall  and  also  for  the  previous  semester. 

A  candidate  must  not  be  on  academic  or 
disciplinary  probation,  and  must  be  in 
compliance  with  BYU  dress  standards. 

Election  rules  outline  where,  when  and  how 


campaigning  may  take  place,  place  a  limit  on 
$150  of  campaign  expenditures  ($200  for 
president  and  executive  vice  president),  and 
require  a  report  on  expenditures. 

Procedures  for  dealing  with  alleged  violations 
are  also  outlined  in  the  rules.  Violations  are  to  be 
reported  to  the  ASBYU  attorney  general. 

The  primary  elections  will  be  held  Feb.  3-5. 
Election  booths  will  be  open  from  7  a.m.'  to  9 
p.m.  Final  elections  will  be  held  Feb.  10  and  will 
end  at  9  p.m.  Feb.  12. 

The  election  committee  is  trying  for  51  per 
cent  voter  turnout."

BYU  will  be  well  represented  at  a  convention 
near  Cleveland,  Ohio  where  the  LDS  Church 
plans  to  explain  the  benefits  of  living  the 
church’s  teachings. 

President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  will  be  the 
featured  speaker  at  the  unusual  meeting 
scheduled  in  the  20,000-seat  coliseum  in 
Richfield  Township,  midway  between  Cleveland 
and  Akron  on  Jan.  30. 

President  Kimball’s  speech  will  climax  a 
90-minute  program  that  will  examine  the  code  of 
health,  lifestyle  and  philosophy  which  combine 
to  strengthen  families  and  make  Mormons  less 
susceptible  than  other  Americans  to  cancer, 
heart  attacks,  diabetes  and  other  catastrophic 
illnesses. 

BYU’s  Lamanite  Generation,  a  performing 
group  composed  of  Indian  students,  and  Vernon 
Law,  a  former  Pittsburgh  Pirate  pitcher  and 
present  assistant  baseball  coach  at  BYU,  are 
scheduled  to  participate  on  the  program. 

BYU  alumni  Sandi  Griffiths,  vocalist  with  the 
Lawrence  Welk  television  show  and  Kieth 
Merrill,  graduate  of  the  BYU  Department  of 
Communications  and  Academy  Award  winner 
for  his  film  “The  Great  American  Cowboy,”  are 
also  on  the  program. 

The  Cleveland  area  was  chosen  as  scene  for  the 
Jan.  30  meeting  because  of  the  important  role 
Ohio  played  in  the  formative  years  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

From  1831  to  1839,  church  headquarters  was 
established  at  Kirtland,  northeast  of  Cleveland 
and  it  was  there  that  Joseph  Smith,  first  prophet 
and  president  of  the  Church,  received  many  of 
the  revelations  containing  tundamental  doctrines

and  principles  that  continue  to  guide  the  Church. 

One  of  the  revelations,  the  Word  of  Wisdom, 
received  by  Joseph  Smith  on  Feb.  27,  1833,  in 


Kirtland,  decrees  abstinence  from  alcohol, 
tobacco,  tea  and  coffee.  It  also  lists  grain  as  the 
staff  of  life,  urges  use  of  fruits,  vegetables  and 
herbs,  and  counsels  moderation  in  consumption 
of  meat. 

Recent  scientific  studies  at  UCLA  and  the 
University  of  Utah,  as  indicated  by  findings  cited 
by  Bill  Davidson  in  the  January  1976,  issue  of 
“Family  Circle”  magazine,  show: 

-In  heavily  Mormon  Utah  County  (population 
90  per  cent  Mormon),  the  cancer  death  rate  for 
men  is  35  per  cent  below  the  national  average; 
for  women  it  is  28  per  cent  less  than  in 
the  United  States  as  a  whole. 

—Utah,  nearly  three-fourths  Mormon,  has  the 
lowest  cancer  death  rate  by  far  of  any  state  —  1 7 
per  cent  lower  for  men  and  26  per  cent  lower  for 
women. 

-In  Utah  and  in  Los  Angeles  County,  the 
Mormon  death  rate  from  heart  attacks  and  other 
cardiovascular  disease  was  from  one-third  to 
one-half  less  than  average. 

-Mormon  women  are  an  incredible  90  per 
cent  below  the  national  rate  in  contracting 
cancer  of  the  esophagus. 

-Recent  studies  confirm  findings  made  in 
1938  that  Mormons  have  50  per  cent  less 
occurrence  of  diabetes  and  5 1  per  cent  less 
bladder  and  kidney  disease. 

Some  scientists  also  hold  that  Mormons  are 
better  able  to  resist  disease-causing  stresses  of  life 
because  of  the  stability  of  the  church-ordained 
strong  family  unit.  Their  assurance  that  life  is 
eternal  also  eliminates  fear  of  death  and 
contributes  to  Mormons’  optimistic  view  of  life 
and  its  purposes.

The  government’s  end  came  as  an 
authoritative  Washington  source 
claimed  that  the  CIA  is  funneling 
$6  million  directly  to  members  of 
the  Christian  Democratic  party  and 
the  Democratic  Socialists,  a  party 
distinct  from  the  Socialists.  There 
was  no  known  link  between  the 
funds  report  and  the  government 
collapse. 

Leaders  of  the  Christian 
Democratic  and  Republican  parties 
denied  receiving  any  CIA  money. 
The  Republican  party  had  been 
named  by  the  New  York  Times  and 
the  Washington  Post  as  receiving 
such  funds. 

The  59-year-old  Moro  resigned 
after  a  15-minute  meeting  with  his 
cabinet  and  was  to  present  his 
resignation  to  President  Giovanni 
Leone.  Based  on  past  practice,  the 
president  will  open  consultations 


with  party  leaders  and  designate  a 
new  premier  to  try  to  put  a 
government  together. 

If  that  fails,  he  would  have  to 
dissolve  parliament  and  call  a 
national  election  within  70  days. 
Elections  are  now  scheduled  for  the 
spring  of  1977. 

The  reports  of  financial  support 
to  Italian  politicals  from  the  U.S. 
intelligence’  agency  followed  a 
warning  by  Secretary  of  State 
Henry  A.  Kissinger  last  month  that 
the  United  States  is  determined  to 
do  whatever  it  can  to  prevent 
Communists  from  joining  coalition 
governments  in  Europe. 

The  United  States  funded 
non-Communist  political  groups  in 
Italy  beginning  in  1948  for  almost 
20  years,  ending  after  the  covert 
activity  was  disclosed  by  Ramparts 
magazine  in  1967.  The  Washington 


source  said  the  Ford  administration 
recently  ordered  it  resumed. 

The  Italian  Communist  party, 
which  disclaims  subservience  to 
Moscow,  received  33  per  cent  of 
the  votes  in  nationwide  regional 
and  local  elections  last  summer, 
pulling  to  within  two  percentage 
points  of  the  Christian  Democrats. 

All  major  cities  on  the  Italian 
mainland  except  Rome  are  now 
governed  by  Communist 
administrations  or  alliances 
between  the  Communists  and  the 
Socialists,  also  a  Marxist  party. 

At  the  national  level,  party 
Undersecretaiy  Enrico  Berlinguer 
has  been  talking  of  what  he  calls  an 
“historic  compromise”  —  a 
governing  alliance  between  the 
Communists  and  the  Roman 
Catholic  Christian  Democrats.

There  are  three  ways 
full-time  students  may  get 
home-game  basketball  tickets, 
the  ASBYU  Athletics  Office 
has  announced. 

Russ  Dixon,  ASBYU 
athletics  vice  president,  said 
the  three  ways  are  first-come, 
first-served,  random  seating 
and  block  seating. 

“To  this  point,”  he  said, 
“we’ve  had  a  surplus  of 
tickets  for  home  games.” 

The  best  tickets  will  be 
handed  out  under  the 
first-come,  first-served 
category,  according  to  Dixon. 
These  tickets  will  be  handed 
out  three  hours  before  the 
game.  At  that  time,  only  as 
many  as  two  student  tickets 
may  be  obtained  free.  Two 
guest  passes  may  also  be 
obtained  at  $2.50  per  pass  for 
adults  and  $  1.50  for  students. 

First-come,  first-served 
tickets  will  be  distributed  at 
the  northeast  Marriott  Center 
ticket  windows. 
Approximately  1,300  seats 
have  been  reserved  in  this 
category. 

Students  may  sign  up  for 
random  seating  tickets  one 
and  a  half  weeks  before  the 
game  in  the  Cloak  Room  of 
the  Wilkinson  Center  from  10 
a.m.  until  3  p.m.  Students 
may  sign  up  only  once  per 
game,  according  to  Dixon.  If 
a  student’s  number  appears 
twice,  the  computer  which 
performs  the  random 
selection  will  reject  the 
number. 

Block  seating  tickets  are 
available  to  groups  and 
individuals.  A  list,  which 
complies  with  instructions 
contained  in  a  handout 
distributed  by  the  Athletics 
Office,  must  be  submitted  by 
5  p.m.  at  the  fourth  floor 
receptionist’s  desk  the 
Monday  before  the  game. 

If  there  are  two  games,  two 
lists  must  be  submitted.  The 
second  list  must  not  be  a 
photocopy  of  the  first, 
according  to  Dixon. 

For  those  not  in  a  branch 
or  club,  there  will  be  a 
general  block  seating  list  at 
the  receptionist’s  desk  on  the 
fourth  floor,  the  Monday 
before  the  game.  Students 
must  sign  up  on  the  list 
before  5  p.m.,  according  to 
Dixon.

Russ  ships  off  Angola  dismay  Ford 

WASHINGTON  -  President  Ford  let  it  be  known 
Wednesday  he  views  with  dismay  the  presence  of  two  Soviet 
snips  off  the  African  coast,  one  near  the  northern  coast  of 
Angola. 

Presidential  press  secretary  Ron  Nessen  told  a  news 
briefing  that  the  presence  of  the  two  ships  is  further  evidence 
of  continuing  Soviet  involvement  in  an  area  where  they 
have  no  legitimate  interests.” 

“The  President  views  this  with  the  same  dismay  as  he  views 
the  over-all  Soviet  intervention  in  Angola,”  Nessen  said. 

Kidnapped  Paris  executive  released 

PARIS  -  Kidnaped  executive  Louis  Hazan,  abducted  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  by  seven  armed  men,  was  released 
Wednesday  unharmed,  police  said. 

Authorities  said  Hazan,  54-year-old  head  of  a  phonograph 
record  company,  was  found  in  a  house  in  a  village  about  70 
miles  southwest  of  Paris.  * 

Police  had  arrested  one  suspect  Wednesday  in  suburban  St. 
Maur,  shortly  after  the  kidnapers  offered  in  a  telephone  call 
to  swap  their  captive  for  two  gang  members  arrested  earlier 
and  to  drop  their  demand  for  $3.4  million  ransom. 

Mideast  ground  rule  review  sought 

WASHINGTON  —  The  United  States  and  Israel  are  seeking 
a  common  response  to  attempts  to  change-the  ground  rules 
governing  Middle  East  peace  efforts. 

Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger  and  Israeli  Foreign 
Minister  Yigal  Allon  scheduled  two  days  of  talks  beginning  at 
lunch  today  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  coordinating  the 
positions  of  both  nations.

forecast  said  Wednesday. 

The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines, 
reducing  its  1972  forecast  by 
15  per  cent,  predicts  that 
Americans  will  use  about  84 
per  cent  more  energy  in  the 
year  2000  than  in  1974. 

But  to  use  that  84  per  cent 
more,  they  will  have  -  to 
produce  123  per  cent  more 
fuel?  The  difference  is  the 
energy  that  will  be  wasted, 


largely  because  of  an 
increasing  swing  to  electricity 
as  the  energy  preferred  in 
homes,  businesses  and 
factories. 

Two-thirds  wasted 

In  any  steam-turbine 
electric  generating  plant, 
about  two-thirds  of  the 
energy  furnished  "by  fuel  - 
coal,  oil,  gas,  or  atomic  -  is 
wasted  warming  up  the 
outdoors. 

There  may  be  little 
alternative,  however,  to  this 
trend  toward  electricity. 

The  nation  has  ample 
reserves  of  coal  and  is 
expected  to  use  more  than 


2>A  times  as  much  by  the  year 
2000  as  in  1974,  the  bureau 
said. 

From  some  615.6  million 
tons  in  1974,  coal  demand  is 
forecast  to  climb  to  1.66 
billion  tons  in  the  year  2000. 

Coal  usage 

Direct  industrial  use  of  coal 
is  forecast  to  climb  from  155 
million  to  only  228  million 
tons,  while  direct  household 
and  commercial  use,  about  1 1 
million  tons  in  1974,  is 


forecast  to  disappear  entirely. 

Some  1.32  billion  tons  a 
year  -  80  per  cent  of  total 
coal  production  in  the  year 
2000  -  appears  destined  for 
electric  power  plants  or  for 
conversion  into  synthetic  gas 
and  oil,  processes  which  will 
waste  most  of  the  coal’s 
potential  energy. 

Nuclear  expansion 

And  nuclear  power  plants, 
which  provided  only  about 
1.5  per  cent  of  total  U.S. 


energy  in  1974,  are  expected 
to  expand  rapidly  and 
provide  some  28.2  per  cent 
by  the  year  2000. 

Nuclear  power  plants  also 
waste  most  of  their  potential 
energy,  but  steam-electric 
generation  is  the  only  known 
way  to  get  useful  energy  out 
of  the  atom  at  all. 

Energy  mainstays 
The  report  indicates  that 
coal  and  nuclear  energy  are 
likely  to  be  mainstays  of 
energy  growth  because  U.S. 
production  of  oil  and  natural

FBI  says 
it  helped 
fuel  unrest 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
,The  FBI  claims  substantial 
responsibility  for 
contributing  to  “shootings, 
beatings  and  a  high  degree  of 
unrest”  in  the  black  ghetto  of 
San  Diego  during  1969, 
according  to  an  FBI  memo. 

The  September  1969  memo 
to  then-FBI  Director  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  described  the 
“tangible  results”  from 
counter-intelligence 
operations  designed  to 
capitalize  on  discord  between 
two  black  militant  groups  - 
the  Black  Panther  party  and 
the  U.S.  organization. 

The  memo,  a  copy  of 
which  was  released  Tuesday 
by  the  Senate  Intelligence 
Committee,  noted  “the 
recent  killing  of  BPP  member 
Sylvester  Bell”  and  proposed 
further  counter-intelligence 
action.

DETROIT  (AP)  -  Despite  an 
improved  economy  and  a  spurt  in 
the  new-car  market  during  the 
fourth  quarter,  the  nation’s  auto 
makers  close  the  books  on  1975 
with  their  worst  sales  reports  in 
more  than  a  decade. 


third  best  year  in  history  and  carve 
out  a  record  share  of  the  U.S. 
market,  the  analysts  said. 


Year-end  sales  figures  released 
Wednesday  confirmed  that 
consuumer  appetites  for  new 
domestic  cars  were  the  poorest 
since  1962,  industry  analysts. 


Seven  of  eight  importers  which 
released  final  1975  figures  on 
Tuesday  said  they  set  sales  records 
last  year:  Fiat,  British  Leyland, 
Volvo,  Mercedes-Benz,  Subaru, 
Peugeot  and  Alfa-Romeo.  Fiat 
surpassed  the  100,000-sales  mark 
for  the  first  time  in  its  history. 


Imports  set  record 
A  public  craving  for  low  prices 
and  high  fuel  economy,  however, 
provided  a  boom  for  imports, 
which  withstood  a  sales  lull  in  the 
waning  months  of  1975  to  log  their 


All  four  U.S.  car  makers  and 
distributors  for  13  other  imports 
report  their  December  and  year-end 
sales  figures  today. 


Analysts  predicted  December 
domestic  sales  would  be  up  33  per 
cent  and  import  sales  up  17  per 
cent  from  the  disastrous  levels  of 
December  1974,  when  the  industry 


was  caught  in  a  sales  downturn 
brought  on  by  recession. 

For  the  domestic  companies,  it 
would  be  the  third  consecutive 
month  in  which  sales  were  up 
sharply  from  the  same  year-before 
period.  November  sales  were  up  35 
per  cent  and  October  sales  up  23 
per  cent. 

The  fourth-quarter  gains, 
however,  were  not  enough  to  offset 
depressed  volumes  in  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  year.  Analysts  said 
domestic  sales  for  1975  would  be 
off  more  than  5  per  cent  from  an 
already  poor  1974  and  down  27  per 
cent  from  the  record  established  in 
1973. 

Domestic  sales  for  1975  were 
estimated  at  7,045,000,  compared 
with  7,449,000  in  1974  an 
9,670,000  in  1973. 


Sales  of  predominantly  small  and 
fuel-efficient  imports,  which 
profited  handsomely  from 
consumer  concerns  over  rising 
gasoline  prices,  were  estimated  at 
1,575,000  for  the  year,  up  12  per 
cent  from  1974’s  total  of 
1,408,000  .  Importers  sold  a  record 
1,730,000  cars  in  1973. 


The  imports’  gains  combined 
with  a  weak  domestic  performance 
would  give  foreign  companies  a 
record  18  per  cent  share  of  the  U.S. 
market,  topping  the  previous  high 
of  16  per  cent  in  1974. 

Total  sales  for  the  year,  including 
imports,  were  estimated  at 
8,617,000  down  3  per  cent  from 
8,857,000  in  1974  and  off  24  per 
cent  from  the  record  11.4  million 
sold  in  1973.  It  would  be  the 
lowest  total  in  five  years. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Anne  Armstrong,  the  highest 
ranking  woman  in 
government  during  the  Nixon 
administration,  will  be  named 
ambassador  to  Great  Britain, 
government  officials  report. 

The  White  House  declined 
to  confirm  the  nomination  on 
Turesday,  but  sources  said 
privately  that  she  would  be 
nominated. 

The  a  p  pointment  would 
make  Mrs.  Armstrong,  48,  the 
first  American  woman  named 
ambassador  to  a  major 
embassy  since  Clare  Boothe 
Luce  served  as  U.S. 
ambassador  to  Rome  from 
1952  to  1957.  She  also  would 
be  the  first  woman  envoy 
named  by  a  major  country  to 
London,  Officials  said.

The  Federal  Energy 
Administration  on  Tuesday 
ended  its  requirement  that 
price  increases  on  gasoline 
and  light  fuel  oils  be  limited 
to  once  a  month. 

The  move,  effective 
retroactively  to  Jan.  1,  leaves 
refiners,  distributors  and 
dealers  free  to  raise  or  lower 
prices  as  often  as  they  wish.

Tired  of  nosy  and  pushy  sales  clerks?  Don’t  have  a  way  to 
get  to  a  store?  Need  something  stores  don’t  usually  carry? 
The  answer  may  be  buying  by  mail,  but  “let  the  buyer 
beware.” 

The  first  rule  is  to  remember  to  include  your  mailing 
address  with  the  order.  Do  not  pay  by  cash,  and  if  you  pay 
by  check  keep  the  canceled  check  as  well  as  the  company’s 
name  and  address  and  date  of  purchase  as  part  of  your 
personal  record.  Be  patient,  allow  4-6  weeks  for  delivery. 

If  you  recieve  merchandise  you  didn’t  order,  you  can 
consider  it  a  gift,  no  matter  what  the  company  says.  If  your  " 
order  comes  C.O.D.,  check  it  before  you  accept  it.  If  it 
comes  by  mail  and  isn’t  right,  notify  the  company  as  soon  as 
possible. 

If  the  ad  says  “approvals”  come  with  the  order,  it  means 
tha  the  company  will  periodically  send  you  merchandise  to 
check  over.  You  can  keep  it  and  pay  for  it,  or  send  all  or  part 
of  it  back,  and  pay  for  what  you  keep. 

Of  course,  the  buyer  should  be  careful  of  any  ad  that 
offers  unrealistic  prices  or  quantities.  If  in  doubt  about  a 
company’s  reliability,  check  with  the  Office  of  the 
Ombudsman,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  or  the  Better 
Business  Bureau  (In  Salt  Lake). 
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At  the  same  time,  the  FEA 
proposed  to  remove  the  limit 
on  profit  margins  allowed 
refiners,  which  remained  in 
effect  after  most  other 
anti-inflation  profit 
restrictions  were  removed.

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Miller  doubts  repeat  of  feats 


Puppet  group  Third  party  seeks 


needs  students 


TUCSON,  Ariz.  (AP)  -  Johnny  Miller, 
describing  himself  as  “a  realistic  person,”  says  he 
does  not  anticipate  or  even  hope  for  a  duplication 
of  last  year’s  heroics  in  the  Arizona  desert. 

“I’ll  probably  never  play  like  that  again,”  Miller 
said  after  a  practice  round  over  the  vast,  sprawling, 
cactus-studded  acres  of  the  Tucson  National  Golf 
Club  course,  site  of  the  $200,000  Tucson  Open 
that  kicks  off  the  1976  pro  golf  tour  today. 

“Maybe  sometime,  someday,  somewhere, 
someone  else  will  play  like  that,  but  1  don’t  expect 
to,”  Miller  said.  “That  was  Dreamsville.” 

Each  of  the  last  two  seasons  Miller  has  added 
victories  in  the  Tucson  and  Phoenix  Opens  to 
phenomenal  years  that  have  propelled  him  to  the 
front  rank  of  the  game’s  greats. 

In  sweeping  both  tournaments  last  year,  he  did 
it  with  eight  consecutive  rounds  in  the  60’s  — 
including  a  pair  of  61’s.  He  led  all  the  way  in  both 
events.  He  won  by  a  combined  total  of  23  strokes 
and  was  an  incredible  49  under  par  for  the  two 
events. 


Now  the  game’s  new  Golden  Boy  is  faced  with 
the  challenge  of  trying  to  match  that  remarkable 
performance. 

“Realistically,  I  can’t  hope  to,”  Miller  said.  “I 
always  go  into  a  tournament  trying  to  win, 
thinking  I’m  going  to  win.  I  want  to  win.  But 
there’s  no  way  I  can  predict  anything  like  what 
happened  last  year.” 

But  he  has  some  things  going  for  him. 

“In  ’74  and  ’75,  1  came  here  with  momentum. 
I’d  won  my  last  event  of  the  year  before.  I  was 
coming  in  off  a  win. 

“In  that  respect,  this  year  is  very  much  the 
same.  I  won  my  last  event,  the  individual  title  in 
the  multi-nation  World  Cup  of  1975. 

“So,  just  like  the  last  two  years,  I’m  coming  in 
off  a  win.  I’ve  got  momentum.  And  I’m  playing 
good.  My  first  round,  about  a  week  ago,  I  was 
playing  real  good.  My  putting  may  not  be  all  it 
could  be,  but  I’m  a  streak  player.  My  putting  is 
funny.  Just  one  little  adjustment  and  I  can  have  it 
back.” 


Even  with  his  disclaimers,  Miller  ranks  as  a  solid 
favorite  for  a  $40,000  first  prize  in  the  event  that 
leads  off  the  44-tournament ,  $9  million  pro  tour. 


The  150-man  field  is  extremely  strong,  perhaps 
the  best  this  old  event  has  ever  had.  Player  of  the 
Year  Jack  Nicklaus  and  South  African  Gary  Player 
are  the  only  major  names  missing. 


Among  the  leading  contenders  who  will  fight  the 
7,200-yard  desert  layout  are  U.S.  Open  champion 
Lou  Graham,  British  Open  king  Tom  Watson  and 
million  winners  Lee  Trevino,  Tom  Weiskopf,  Billy 
Casper,  Gene  Littler  and  Bruce  Crampton. 


And  there’s  the  familiar  figure  of  Arnold  Palmer, 
now  46  and  still  seeking  a  return  to  the  level  that 
made  him  the  most  popular  player  the  game  ever 
has  known. 


Portions  of  the  final  two  rounds  of  the  72-hole 
test  will  be  televised  nationally  Saturday  and 
Sunday  by  NBC-TV.

It  reported  that  the 
percentage  of  young  adults  living  alone 
increased  from  21.2  per  cent  of  all  25- 
to  34-year-olds  to  28.5  per  cent  during 
the  five  year  period. 

Census  demographer  Arthur  Norton 
said  the  trend  of  young  people  living 


away  from  their  parental  home  may 
level  off  soon,  however.  He  cited  bureau 
surveys  of  social  indicators  which  show 
“there  still  seems  to  be  a  high  regard  for 
family  life,”  although  he  said  statistics 
have  yet;  to  reflect  a  leveling  trend. 

Divorce  increases 

On  dissolution  of  marriages,  the 
report  noted  that  in  1975,  10  per  cent 
of  all  persons  25  to  54  years  old  who 
had  ever  married  were  reported  as  either 
divorced  and  not.  remarried  or 
separated.  The  1970  figure  was  7  per 
cent. 

One  consequence  of  higher  divorce 
and  Separation  rates  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  families 
headed  by  women  and  the  number  of 
children  living  with  only  one  parent.

MURRAY,  Utah  (AP)  -

Bundy,  29,  from  Tacoma, 
Wash.,  was  charged  in  a 
complaint  signed  by  state 
police  after  he  allegedly 
attempted  to  evade  being 
stopped  Aug.  16  in  Murray, 
said  a  county  attorney. 

Bundy  already  has  pleaded 
innocent  to  a  charge  of 
possession  of  burglary  tools 
stemming  from  that  arrest.  A 
trial  date  on  that  charge,  also 
a  misdemeanor,  has  not  been 
set. 

The  former  campaign  aid 
for  Washington  Gov.  Dan 
Evans  was  arrested  last  fall 
and  charged  with  aggravated 
kidnapping.  He  was  accused 
in  the  alleged  abduction  Nov. 
8,  1974,  of  Carol  DaRonch  of 
Murray  and  is  scheduled  for  a 
trial  on  that  felony,  charge 
Feb.  9. 

A  fourth  charge  against 
Bundy,  fraudulent 
application  for  a  motor 
vehicle  title,  was  filed  last 
November  and  alleges  that  he 
applied  for  a  duplicate  title 
on  his  car  at  the  same  time 
the  original  title  had  been 
used  as  security*  on  a  bail 
bond. 

Action  on  that 
misdemeanor  charge  is  still 
pending.

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Generator 


increases 
power  ebb 

GRAND  COULEE,  Wash. 
(AP)  --  It’s  like  a  giant  money 
machine,  producing  power 
revenue  of  about  1,800  an 
hour. 

And  even  though  it  has 
been  in  operation  only  since 
last  August  31,  U.S.  Bureau 
of  Reclamation  officials  say  it 
has  earned  more  than  $2.9 
million  in  revenue  in  1975. 
That  figure  reflects  about  985 
million  kilowatt  hours  of 
electricity  generated  during 
1975. 

The  “it”  is  Unit  19,  a  huge 
hydroelectric  generator  in  the 
Third  Powerplant  of  the 
bureau’s  Grand  Coulee  Dam. 

Unit  19,  with  a  generating 
capacity  of  600,000 
kilowatts,  is/  the  world’s 
largest  hydroelectric 
generator.  It  is  the  first  of  six 
Third  Powerplant  generators 
scheduled  to  go  on  the  line 
by  1978,  the  bureau  says.

Miklos  Petrovicks,  40,  was  taken  into 
custody  by  FBI  agents  Tuesday  without 
violence  after  an  incident  in  which  he 
allegedly  held  the  manager  of  a  Bank  of 
America  branch  in  a  shopping  center  in  this 
Los  Angeles  suburb  hostage  for  nearly,  two 
hours.  "  ' 

Wanted  birdseed 

After  the  incident,  >  bank  manager  Joe 
Ferguson  said,  “He  wanted  birdseed. 

‘‘He  said  pollution  was  killing  his 
birds.  .  .  .  Birds  were  falling  from  the 
sky.  .  .  .  We  should  take  care  of  his  birds.” 

The  man  also  urged  that  “we  should  all  go 
down  to  the  seashore  and  cleanse  ourselves,” 
the  bank  manager  said.  “He  said  he  had  done 
it  several  times  himself,  but  that  it  was  very 
cold.” 

Bank  robbery 

The  40-year-old  bank  manager  said 
Petrovicks  came  into  the  bank  at  about  2 
p.m.  and  jammed  a  gun  into  his  ribs. 

The  man  ordered  Ferguson  to  have  all  the 
bank  employes  and  customers  leave  the 
building  and  demanded  that  Ferguson  call  all 
branches  of  the  Bank  of  America- the 
nation’s  largest  commercial  bank  with  more 
than  1,000  offices  in  California— and  “have 


Refiners 
charged  in 
price  fixing 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  - 
Two  oil  companies  have  been 
fined  $50,000  each  for 
illegally  fixing  the  price  of 
gasoline  in  five  Western 
States. 


Phillips  Petroleum  Co.  and 
Douglas  Oil  Co.  of  California 
both  entered  no  contest  pleas 
to  the  charges.  Indicted  along 
with  Phillips  and  Douglas  last 
March  19  by  a  federal  grand 
jury  were  Powerine  Oil  Co.  of 
Santa  Fe  Springs,  Fletcher  Oil 
&  Refining  Co.  of 
Wilmington,  Golden  Eagle 
Refining  Co.  of  Los  Angeles, 
and  MacMillan  Ring-Free  Oil 
Co.,  Inc.,  of  New  York. 
Those  four  firms  were  fined 
$50,000  each  by  Lucas  last 
July  18  following  similar  rto 
contest  pleas. 


The  government  charged 
the  firms  with  violations  of 
the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act 
by  fixing  prices  on  wholesale 
rebrand  gasoline  sold  in 
California,  Arizona,  Nevada, 
Oregon  and  Washington, 
starting  in  July  1970. 
Rebrand  gasoline  is  that  gas 
sold  to  service  stations  for 
sale  under  a  trademark  or 
brand  name  not  owned  or 
controlled  by  the  refiner. 

The  indictment  said  the  six 
firms  allegedly  sold  about 
800  million  gallons  of 
gasoline  in  the  five  states  in 
1970  at  a  wholesale  value  of 
more  than  $90  million.

Ferguson  said  he  called  one  branch 
requesting  birdseed  and  then  called  police 
with  Petrovicks’  permission. 

The  man  spoke  on  the  telephone  for  nearly 
30  minutes  with  FBI  agent  John  Hall,  who 
then  came  to  the  sceme. 

Suspect  arrested 

"AS',  Half 'entered  the  bank/  police  rushed. in 
and  captured  Petrovicks.  Authorities  said  he 
joked  with  officers  as  they  handcuffed  him. 

Phillip  Stone,  special  agent  with  the  Culver 
City  police,  said  Petrovicks  directed  him  to  a 
.3  8-caliber  revolver  he  said  he  placed  in  a 
desk  drawer  after  taking  Ferguson  hostage. 

Charges  uncertain 

Because  Petrovicks  did  not  demand  money, 
federal  authorities  were  not  certain  what 
charges  would  be  filed. 

“The  U.S.  attorney  will  check  on  bank 
robbery  charges  but  .  there  will  at  least  be 
other  violations,”  FBI  Special  Agent  Elmer 
Lindberg  said. 

Then  again,  since  he  disrupted  operations 
of  the  bank,  Lindberg  said,  Petrovicks  might 
be  charged  with  interferring  with  commerce. 

Later  Tuesday  night,  Culver  City 
authorities  booked  Petrovicks  for 
investigation  of  robbery,  but  federal 
authorities  had  yet  to  decide  what  to  do.

TEL  AVIV,  Israel  (AP)  - 
Almost  5,000  tourists  were 
trapped  in  Israel’s  Red  Sea 
resort  of  Eilat  Monday  by 
strikers  protesting  the  closure 
of  copper  mines  dating  from 
Biblical  times. 

Eilat’s  airport  and  harbor 
were  closed  as  angry  copper 
miners  blocked  the  desert 
road  into  town  with  a 
barricade  of  earth-moving 
machines.  The  town  of 
20,000  declared  a  general 
strike  after  a  government 
committee  decided  Sunday  to 
close  the  Timna  copper  mines

operating  loss. 

The  low  world  price  for 
copper  and  the  high  cost  of 
mining  at  Timna  made  the 
closure  imperative,  said  a 
spokesman  for  the  copper 
company.
